SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Flesh Gordon is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a parody that contains explicit sex scenes. It was submitted to the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification for reconsideration of its original 
classification. The feature film was originally examined and classified on three 
separate occasions by the Chief Censor of Films. On each occasion, namely 20 April 
1976 (Publication number 014305), 9 June 1980 (Publication number 008299) and 1 
February 1984 (Publication number 004604), the film was classified as refused 
approval for exhibition. 

The classification of this publication has been altered from the original classification. 
This is mainly due to the changing and evolving standards of society during the interim 
period. The level of sexual conduct in this publication would now be considered at the 
lower end of the scale of sexual material presented in contemporary adult sex films. It 
has a dated appearance and a light-hearted manner. Plowever the publication still 
contains a high level of sexual activity that is likely to detrimentally affect children and 
young persons who are not at a developmental stage with the experience or maturity 
to deal with it. Therefore the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless restricted to its intended audience of adult viewers. 

Considerations under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. Given the manner, extent and degree in which the publication deals with 
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matters of sex a limit on its availability to adults is a reasonable and demonstrably 
justifiable restriction to prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
